ROBBERY IN CANTON CITY. 
TWO MEN KILLED. 
(From a Correspondent.) 

4 x Cantan, October 8. 

Tho unsettled state of China and the 
weakness of the Government sre abundantly 
evident in the rebellions, uprisings end 
riots that are constantly breaking out in the 
various Provinces of this Empire. But if 
we look nearer home we 208 evidences of the 
same decrapitude in the frequent robberies 
that are perpetrated in citics like Canton 
and‘Fatshao, in open daylight. Yesterday, 
whilst preaching. in one of the chapels 
situated ia one of the wards of the west end 
of Canton, both preacher and congregation - 
wero suddenly distracted by an unusual 
rushing, shouting and. swearing in the 
street. It tranepired that a carefully 
planned robbery had bean perpetrated on 4 
wealthy house in the neighbouring lane, 
and the tumult arose from the pursuit of | 
the robbers by the soldiers. Twelye men 
had cutered the house and intimidated the 
inmates, then, with 4 free hand, helped 
themselves to whatever valuables they de- 
sired, Before they get off, however, the 
soldiers appeared. One robber und one aol. 
dier are reported killed; three robbers were 
captured. The rest got off scot-free. Low 
Linge on the partof the Chinese at the 
comparative ineptitude of the present Vioe- 
roy are not infrequent even in the streets.

MISSION SCHOOL WORK IN CHINA. 


PROPAGATING CHRISTIANITY UNDER 
DLF¥iCOLTIES- 

The following is the report-of the Mission 
Schools conncoted with the Berlin Mission- 
ary Society in China :— 

It ia with aome hesitation that I present 
the Report of the 32nd year's labour to the 
friends and patrons of our echoolwork. “[t 
has been a year of varied experiences, but 
not at all discouraging to those ia aharge of 
our schools. Thoy”are, ou the contrary, all 
thoruughly convinced that they have done a 
successful and bleseed work, Our heartieet 
thanke arc due to all benefactors, who en- 
abled us to carry on this philanthropic and 
Christian work as itsformer years. During 
the last year we sustained J) Day Schools, 
five under the care of the Itev, A. Kunze in

tho care of the Rov. W. Bhein in Tehyang- 

en, two uoder the care of the Rev. J. Vou- 
foup, one off Hunam and only one in Fa- 
en, where the year before we bad. five.

Do not alluw any 
one to pray to God and follow the *‘ foreign 
devile.? also bate them.’ ‘The same day 
the eoldiers were called to leave the ‘chapel. 
The following day a cruel mob bastened to 
the Christicas’ houses and smtched the 
younger brother of one, and having beaten 
him, poured dirty water into his mouth. 
To avoid such cruelty and bratality, the 
Christians again left howe in order to pre- 
serve life. It waa @ terrible blow to them, 
for they were poor people and not only lost 
the little they had gained, but contd not 
get ony work to etn the needed rice tw live, 

Thanks to the German Consul, the late 
Mr Budler, who seoured protection to the 
Christians from the Viceroy, soldiers wero 
sent into the village in order tu stop such 
violent outbreaks. © Thus the Lhristians, 
after some weeks’ of exile, return oguia to 
their homes, But thoagh we tried to come 
two an agreement with the nutives, all our 
efforts proved uoavailing- After-a-struggle_ 
of nearly 2 years, during which time the 
Gerben Acting Coneul, Dr Schrameier, to 
whom our sincerest thanks aro due, did 
his best to hrip us in his energetic mauner, 
we foucd it impossible to retain the chapel, 
and giving up the house revived the money 
wo had paid far it. 

The chapel being gone wo had no room 
for a schoul. None ol tho Chinese had.the 
courage to lease us a house for this purpose. 
The people of the villages feared trouble in 
receiving the servives of the schoolmaster 
supported hy us, Thus we sustained only 
one day-school in Fa-yen for two years, but 
this year we opened @ accond echuwl, and 
hope that our sohool-work in this part of the 
country will soon flourish again.

anti-Japanese patty, . HE. Liao Shou-heng 
has been mado Grain Comumincioner at 
T'ungohow, near Peking. But it remained 
for the aroh-cnemy of progress HE. Bs 
Yung-i to be dismiased, fo was anid to be 
ao honest and: capable offictal, For many 
years ho has drafted all the despatohes of 
the Yamen and only Inst yoar ha was 
promoted to be a member of the Cabinet, 
which was conziderad a great mark of honour, 
Hla still continued, howover, to hold tho 
pencil of tha Foreign Offtos. Ho had 
formerly been one of the Cabinet sscre-
